The  paintings  in  this  catalogue  will  have  to  speak  for  themselves.  We  have 
not  a single  record  of  any  one  picture.  Nobody  is  more  cognizant  than  myself  of 
the  difiSculty  I am  laboring  under  in  offering  the  works  of  the  most  noted  masters 
of  the  modern  school  without  proof  or  guarantee.  All  I can  say  is  that  Mr.  Wat- 
mough was  a careful  buyer;  he  investigated  and  procured  the  history  of  each 
painting  before  purchasing  and  when  he  did  purchase,  the  data  of  their  authenticity 
was  satisfactory  to  him,  and  as  he  never  collected  with  a view  to  selling,  conse- 
quently kept  no  records  of  his  paintings,  as  it  mattered  little  to  him  what  be- 
came of  them  after  his  death.
